An  oUl  man,  who  appeared  to  | 
be  ripening  for  the  grave,  made  j 
himself  very  merry,  when  descant¬ 
ing  «n  the  morality  of  the  times. 
He  said  the  former  generation 
there,  whose  tombs  we  saw,  were 
a  race  of  Puritans,  so  ti^ht-laced, 
as  he  expressed  himself)  that  they  j 
.ould  do  no  business  on  Sunday, 
not  even  after  service  ; — that  they 
used  to  spend  at  least  two  even¬ 
ings  in  the  week  in  conference 
meetings,  and  always  learnt  their 
children  the  catechism  ; — that 
tliey  were  very  frugal,  to  be  sure, 
and  got  rich  by  thetr  industry,  tho 
they  possessed  but  little  enter¬ 
prise.  Their  sons,  he  said,  pur¬ 
sued  a  more  liberal  policy — and 
were  not  so  conscience-bound,  but 
that  they  could  make  a  good  bar¬ 
gain  on  the  Sabbath.  Instead  of 
repairing  th^  old  church,  they  had 
built  a  theatre,  and  what  time 
their  fathers  spent  in  prayer,  they 
spent  in  the  more  exhilarating 
and  delightful  amusements  of  the 
assembly  and  the  play.  They  had 
expended  much  in  contributing  to 
the  elegance  and  splendor  of  their 
dwellings,  and  had  invited  artists 
of  almost  every  name  to  contri¬ 
bute  to  their  luxury.  A  young 
man  who  had  hardly  kept  silence 
so  long  before,  now  raised  his 
voice,  accompanied  by  his  usual 
oath,  and  thanked  God  that  he 
was  born  in  an  age  of  enlightened 
reason  and  liberal  thinking  ;  that 
bigotry  and  suoerstition  were  bu¬ 


ried  in  the  graves  of  their  fathers. 
^Vhen  I  was  a  boy,  said  he,  the 
town  appointed  a  certain  number 
of  the  most  bigotted  and  the  most 
mean,  called  tythingmen,  whose 
business  it  was  to  watch  the  boys 
in  and  out  of  meeting,  to  prevent 
all  the  innocent  sports  ot  child- 


all  the  innocent  sports  of  child¬ 
hood.  If  they  were  caught  either 
laughing  or  playing,— the  conse¬ 
quence  was,  they  were  to  take  a 
most  unmerciful  whipping,  or, 
what  was  worse,  they  were  to  be 
prated  for  at  the  next  church 
meetir^.  I  was  taught,  said  he, 
to  attach  all  the  respect  and  virtue 
to  the  pastor’s  old  white  wig,  which 
the  Jesuits  ever  associated  with 
St.  Francis  Xavier’s  shirt.  By 
this  time  the  mouth  of  a  yomtg 
lady  was  open  to  comment  «n  the 
astonishing  improvements  which 
had  been  made  in  female  educa¬ 
tion,  since  they  #ere  wrested  from 
the  hands  of  mere  black  letter  tu¬ 
tors,  and  committed  to  the  disci¬ 
pline  of  the  dancing  master  and 
mantuamaker.  She  took  occa¬ 
sion,  as  is  too  common,  to  remark 
with  the  most  unkind  severity  on 
the  dress  and  manners  of  the  old 
clergyman’s  wife  and  daughters, 
their  frugal  domestic  economy, 
and  private  piety,  which,  while  it 
loiide  mirth  fur  half  a  dozen  other 
vacant  hearers,  I  must  .say, greatly 
enhanced  their  value  in  my ’esti¬ 
mation.  The  simple  fact  was, 
they  lived  according  to  their  cir¬ 
cumstances,  and  looked  down  with 
disapprobation  on  the  lollies  aud 
fashions  of  the  times. 

Much  of  the  day  was  spent  in 
this  way,  or  in  occasional  allusions 
to  this  subject,  when  my  tijeace

seemed  to  be  noticed,  and  some 
anxiety  was  manifested  to  draw 
me  into  conversation.  In  reply  to 
a  question,  evidently  asked  with 
this  intention,  I  remarked  that  I 
had  been  very  sensibly  impressed 
with  the  scenes  and  conversation 
of  the  morning.  I  adverted  to  the 
tomb-stones  which  marked  the 
craves  of  former  generations— -and 
the  inquiry  had  been  forced  on 
my  mind,  where  these  venerable 
men  now  were,  and  what,  probably 
were  their  employments.  The  com¬ 
pany  were  thunderstruck  at  this 
suggestion,  as  if  the  thought  had 
never  before  occurred.  I  tlien 
briefly  hinted  at  the  diflerence  be¬ 
tween  spiritual  and  animal  beings, 
and  the  diflference  of  their  employ¬ 
ments.  That  however  devotion 
might  be  prejudicial  to  the  engage¬ 
ments  of  fashionable  gayeties,  it 
was  the  appropriate  employment, 
and  constituted  the  happiness  of 
immortal  spirits — that  however  it 
might  be  irksome  in  this  life,  it 
would  be  the  only  employment 
suited  to  us  in  the  life  to  come.  1 
hinted  at  the  shortness  of  time— 
the  length  of  eternity,  the  poign¬ 
ancy  of  that  pain  wliich  must  be 
experienced  by  the  enemies  of 
Go<l.  I  called  the  attention  of 
the  company  to  the  circumstances 
in  which  we  discovered  the  old 
clergyiuan  in  the  morning,  and  re- 
macked  on  the  peculiar  connection 
which  existed  between  devotion 
and  the  close  of  life,  and  then  no¬ 
ticed  the  brevity  of  the  interval 
between  the  morning  and  evening 
of  life.  I  then  turned  to  the  young 
lady,  and  asked  her  which  society 
she  would  choose  in  the  world  to 
come,  that  of  the  minister  and  his 
family,  with  the  old  pious  folks 
who  had  gone  before,  or  the  gay 
companions  with  whom  she  hail 
associated.  The  conversation  was 
now  interrupted  by  the  stopping  i 


L 
opened — we  had  arrived  at  our  I 
lodgings  for  the  night,  and  alight-  | 
ed  in  safety  to  witness  some  more  I 
interesting  scenes  to  which  divine  I 
providence  here  introduced  us.

Before  my  settlement,  and  while 
uiv  family  was  very  small,  1  saved 
trout  my  expense  of  livinjj;  a  few 
huiidreil  dollars.  On  this  capital 
1  have  not  largely  intrenched, 
tho  in  Spite  of  all  my  economy  it 
has  somewhat  diminished.  >ly 
alary  with  a  few  occasional  free¬ 
will  offerings  will  barely  cany  me 
comfortably  tliroughthe  year  witli- 
out  allowing  any  thing  for  luxury 
or  splendor;  at  these  1  do  not  as¬ 
pire.  Any  unusual  sickness  una¬ 
voidably  makes  an  inroad  upon 
my  small  capital.  1  am  troubled  ' 
with  pulmonary  complaints,  which  , 
adiiioiiish  me  to  expect  an  early  i 
grave,  tho  as  yet  my  labors  have 
,eldoiii  been  entirely  suspended.  ' 
If  I  outlive  my  ability  to  labor,  ' 
my  people  have  a  right  to  with¬ 
draw  their  support  from  tae,  and  { 
gUe  it  to  another.  And,  indeed, 
if  a  general  desire  should  at  any 
time  prevail  among  my  people  to 
have  me  removed,  f  could  not  in 
conscience  continue  with  them.  1 
employ  my  whole  tin  e  in  the  min- 
istrv,without  attending  in  the  least 
to  larRiing,  trade  or  any  other  sec¬ 
ular  business.  My  parish  is  rather 
wealthy  than  poor.  .My  parish¬ 
ioners  treat  me  with  great  atiectioii 
and  kindness,  lam  under  mul¬ 
tiplied  obligations  to  individu¬ 
als,  and  make  no  complaint  of  any. 
In  their  temporal  prosperity  i  re¬ 
joice.  For  their  salvation,  1  would 
joyfully  do  every  thing  consistent 
with  my  duty.  I  verily  believe 
that  if  they  were  aware  how  much 
my  satisfaction  and  their  good 
would  be  promoted  thereby,  they 
would  immediately  procure  &par- 
sonaf;e  library.  1  have  no  desire 
'^tthey  should  give  me  any  thing 


more  than  the  use  ot  necessary 
books  wiiile  I  continue  their  minis¬ 
ter.  One  hundred  dollars  value 
in  addition  to  the  few  1  have, 
would  tolerably  well  answer  my 
purpose,  tho  three  times  that  sum 
would  not  purchase  a  full  library 
for  a  clergyman.  Now,  Sir,  ouglit 
1  to  take  one  hundred  dollars  from 
my  little  estate  (not  one  cent  of 
wfiich  by  the  way, was  ever  received 
from  this  people)  and  purchase 
books  witli  It  r  or,  ought  Inot?  If 
1  should  soon  be  cast  on  a  dying 
bed,  and  realize  that  my  wife  was 
in  a  few  hours  to  be  a  poor  widow 
and  my  little  ones  without  a  fath¬ 
er  to  provide,  could  I  then  feel 
justified  in  having  expended  that 
sum  for  property  which  could  be 
of  very  little  value  to  them  ?  Or, 
if  through  infirmity,  I  should  be 
laid  aside  from  my  labors,  and  fiml 
my  last  cent  expended  in  support* 
ing  myself  and  children,  and  that 
1  had  become  an  object  of  charity, 
dependent  on  the  bounty  of  others 
and  a  burden  to  my  friends,  could 
I  then  feel  as  tho  1  had  done  right  i 
On  the  other  hand,  for  I  wish  to 
look  at  both  sides,  if  I  should  con¬ 
tinue  in  the  ministry  some  10  or  1.^ 
years  longer,  and  on  iny  dying  bed 
reflect  that  tlio  1  had  benefitted 
inv  people  to  the  extent  of  my  a- 
bility  with  tlie  means  I  had,  yet 
if  I  had  expended  one  or  two 
hundred  dollars  more  in  books, 
while  my  little  property  lasted,  1 
}  might  probably  have  done  much 
!  more  good,  could  1  close  my  eyes  in 
i  peace  ?  Could  1  give  account  ot 
j  my  stewardship  in  this  respect 
with  joy  r  Indeed,  sir,  1  am  in  a 
I  strait.  I  look  at  the  situation  of 
a  widoweil  mother,  surrounded 
with  little  ones,  and  destitute  of 
the  means  of  supporting  them.  1 
am  tilled  with  gnef.  I  look  at  the 
interests  of  the  Redeemcr-s  king- 
I  dom  in  this  place,  and  1  am  ready 
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to  spend  my  last  cent  for  the  spir¬ 
itual  good  of  my  flock.  Perhaps 
you  will  say,  state  the  case  fairly 
td  your  people.  I  fear  to.  I  ap¬ 
prehend  that  an  account  of  their 
Ignorance  in  this  particular,  tho 
on  most  subjects  they  are  intelli¬ 
gent,  the  bare  statement  would 
scatter  the  seeds  of  alienation,  and 
that  the  favor,  if  conferred  under 
those  circumstances,  would  prove 
the  occasion  of  more  evil  than 
good.  Had  I  made  it  a  condition 
of  my  settling  among  them,  and 
they  had  complied  with  it,  all 
would  have  been  well ;  but  it  is 
now  too  late.  It  will  seem  to  them 
that  1  am  not  content  with  what 
I  agreed  to  receive.  May  God 
•enable  you,  or  some  of  your  cor¬ 
respondents,  to  point  out  my  duty, 
and  may  he  dispose  me  cheerfully 
to  perform  it.

^Family  Visitar. 
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tracts  from  the  ninth  annual  Report 
of  the  Richmond  (V'a.)  Baptist  For¬ 
eign  and  Domestic  Missionary  Socie¬ 
ty,  held  at  Richmond,  June  1, 1822. 

The  stations  amon»  the  Indians 
at  Fort  Wayne,  in  Indiana,  and 
at  the  Valley  Towns,  among  the 
Cherokees  in  Teiuiessee,  are  in  a 
prosperous  condition.  There 
have  been  recently  sent  out  to 
|oin  brother  Posey  at  the  latter 
place,  four  families  consisting  of 
25  persons,  among  whom  are  a 
minister,  a  teacher,  a  blacksmith 
and  a  weaver,  both  the  last  also 
acquainted  with  farming  ;  and 
besides  the  wives  of  the  men,  who 
will  no  doubt  be  useful  in  some 
wav,  there  are  three  good  female 
teachers  ;  and  several  of  the  chil¬ 
dren  are  of  sufficient  age  and  ca¬ 
pacity  to  justity  the  hope  that  they 
will  be  useful  in  promoting  the 
cause  of  religion  and  civilization 
among  these  long  neglected  sons 
of  the  forest.  They  were  receiv¬ 
ed  with  strong  expressions  of  joy 
by  the  Indians,  who  manifest  great 
anxiety  to  be  instructed  in  reli¬ 
gion,  liters,  and  the  arts  of  civil¬ 
ized  life.  At  the  last  dates  there 
were  in  the  school  at  this  station 
54  children,  whose  mental  abilities 
and  improvement  are  spoken  of  in 
high  terms ;  at  an  earlier  period 
there  were  at  a  place  called  Tin- 
saw  attee,  connected  with  the  same 
establishment  28  others,  making 
in  the  whole  82,  and  at  both  places 
the  number  was  constantly  in¬ 
creasing. 

REVIVALS. 

From  a  correspondent  in  Cabot 
we  learn  that  between  40  and  50 
are  hopeful  subjects  of  the  work  of 
grace,  which  has  prevailed  in  Wa¬ 
terford,  during  tW  past  winter; 
and  that  30  have  united  with  the 
Congregational  Church  in  that 


place,  and  10  with  the  Methodists ; 
that  there  is  some  increasing  at¬ 
tention  in  Concord,  and  severil 
have  given  evidence  that  they  have 
passed  from  death  unto  life  ;  and 
that  about  20  have  hopefully  ex¬ 
perienced  renewing  grace  during 
the  winter  and  spring  in  Barre. 

A  correspondent  at  Guildhall 
writes,  “The  revival  here  has  been 
great — 50  or  more  are  reckoned 
as  hopeful  subjects — 24  have  join¬ 
ed  the  church,  and  are  propounded. 
Many  are  still  inquiring.  The 
work  has  been  marked  for  pungen¬ 
cy  and  stillness.  ’Tis  God’s  work, 
— all  glory  to  his  name.” 

The  revival  in  Providence,  R. 
I.  continues,  and  men,  whose  tal¬ 
ents  and  acquirements  qualifv 
them  for  extensive  usefulness,  are 
subjects  of  this  work  of  grace. 

The  work  continues  to  be  inter¬ 
esting  in  New-Ipswich,  Rind^  and 
some  other  towns  in  New-Hamp- 
shire,  together  with  several  others 
in  the  north  part  of  the  county  ot 
Worcester. 

A  correspondent,  says  the  Relig¬ 
ious  Intelligencer,  at  VVhite  Hall, 
N.  Y.  states,  that  24  have  been 
adiletl  to  the  church  in  that  place, 
ami  1 1  to  the  church  in  West  Ha¬ 
ven,  Vt.  since  the  settlement  of 
Rev.  Mr.  Hebard,who  wasinstall- 
c<l  over  both  parishes  the  first  of 
January  last.  In  the  village  also, 
three  or  four  miles  from  Whit#' 
Hall,  there  had  been  a  refreshing 
season,  and  there  was  a  hopeful 
prospect  of  their  settling  a  min¬ 
ister.

flesh,  in  a  persuasive,  interesting 
and  aflectionate  manner.  The 
zeal  and  ardor  of  the  speakers 
were  soon  communicated  to  the 
assembly.  Without  a  diseseoting 
voice  they  proceeded  to  the  for¬ 
mation  of  an  Auxiliary  Society,  on 
the  plan  recommended  by  the  pa¬ 
rent  institution,  to  be  known  by 
the  name  of  the  Jamaica  wiuxilia- 
ry  Society  for  meliorating  tke 
condition  of  the  Jews.  Subscrip¬ 
tions  were  immediately  received 
to  the  amount  of  one  hundred  and 
sixty-four  dollars.

Delegates  from  most  of  the  Misr 
sionary  Societies  in  the  state,  con¬ 
vened  onFriday  afternoon,  the  lOtli 
May,  in  the  session  room  of  the 
brick  church.  Rev.  Dr.  Proudfit,ot 
Salem,  N.  Y.  was  elected  Presi¬ 
dent,  and  John  D.  Keese,  Esq.
